College Art Association and is a member of the Association of Art Museum Directors, the 

American Association of Museums, ttie Association for Aslan Studies, the American Oriental 

Society and the Japan Society* He is editor of three Oriental art publications. 

In the week followir^ Mr. Sickman' s lecture there will be three half hour gallery 

talks given by Museum staff in connection with the Master Bronzes exhibit. One will be 

on Tuesday, January 2 $ at 1:00 p»ra,, another on Wednesday, January 26 at 7:30 p.ra. and 

the last one on Sunday, January 30 at 2:30 p.m* 

The final lecture on the Indian bronzes will be given by Dr* Sherman E* Lee, 

Director of the Cleveland museum, on S u nday , February ^ at 3s 30 p.ra. 
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
